However, attorneys say tbe proUem mere 
often Is that many people simply don't takfr ibe 
matter of making out a will seriously until tl-is 
too late.

In a speech at Wastilngton Slate tTiiivcrsily, 
Mondole said Ihc 1977 lantct price levels will be 
J2.1S a bushel for barley and S2.23 a bushel for 
gralnsorgtium. 

He said establishing the tarfiel price levels' 
Vasfinportanttorlu-brcasons. . , 

"First. It extends the principle of treating all 
producers of lite major commodities fairly and 
' ' equitably. Wc arc using the same components of 
production costs for barley and grain sorghum 
that the adminislration -used In formulatinij 
wheat, com and upland ,cotlon program 
proposals to the Congress for the Food and 
Agriculture Act of 1977." 

"Second, this action means lhat barley 
producers ulll receive deficiency payments at a 




rale of 50 cents per busbd' or payments 
nationally totaling approximatdy $208 million." 

Mondalc also indibal^ tKal it will be March 
before the preliminary determination on ttte 
"licficlcncy payment rate for grain sorghum wlU 
be made. 

The final payment. rate will be determined. in 
April with payments to producer? beginning 
soon thereafter. 

Eaiiy estimates arc tliat Ihc payment rate 
will Ik 3S^0 cents a bustid with payments 
totaIlngm>^mIUion. ' • 

"Coupled with the wheat dcficlcnc>' payment 
of ^12 billion, direct payments to grain 
producers will total appmximalcly SI.7 billion. 
This should hdp tbe serious cosh flow problems 
lhat farmers hi^ experienced because of low 
grainpriee9,"saidMondaI(;. ^„'^«^,' 

The 197S act established tbe target price for 
1977 crop sorghum at SL62 per bushel and the 
target price for 1977 crop bariey at 11 J9 cents 
perbushcl. 

Mondale noted that the actions announced will 
provide 182 million in direct paymqits to bariey 
producers In west; $24 million of Ulat-^:^I be 
directed to Washington and Idaho farmers.
